HE First Annual Get-To- 
gether and Philatelic Display 
of the McKinley Stamp Club

Why the United States finds it so 
necessary to impose restrictions on 
the permissible illustrations of post- 
age and revenue stamps, American 
and foreign, when no other nation of 
any importance protects its own 
stamps in similar fashion nor extends 
rotection in kind to stamps of the 
United States is a puzzle that has long 
troubled and annoyed stamp collectors. 
The American Philatelic Society, rep- 
resenting the principal stamp col- 
lectors of the United States and bil- 
lions of dollars of investment, has re- 
ferred the problem to a Stamp Illus- 
tration Committee to study the situa- 
tion and determine whether the re- 
strictions are absurd and ineffectual

(retired), Engineer Commissioner of 
the District of Columbia in the a:’- 
ministration of President Roosevelt 
and in charge of Public Buildings and 
Grounds in the National Capital under 
President Taft, a specialist in early 
issues of Italy and France and other 
Mediterranean States, and Mayo Dud- 
ley, journalist, collector of the stamps 
of Hawaii and Chinese Treaty Ports. 
The members of the committee are at 
this time all residents of Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

Illustration of the stamps of the 
United States—except details of the 
border and frame—is now absolutely 
prohibited. Illustrations of foreign 
stamps, if the plates from which the 
prints are made are defaced, are per- 
mitted, but only in black and white. 
Importation of foreign catalogs or 
other publications in which the illus- 
trations of stamps do not conform to 
this prescription—and none of them 
do, except when made especial'y and 
at great additional expense for the 
American buyer—are barred entry 
into the United States, und*r pro- 
visions of the law for the protection 
of the securities of the United States 
and foreign countries. 

Great Britain, France, Italy, Ger- 
many and other foreign governments 
impose no such restrictions, and some 
of the illustrations of stamps made 
abroad and appearing in the highest 
class publications imitate all the col- 
ors of the original stamps without 
coming under suspicion of being in- 
tentional forgeries subject to prosecu- 
tion.

Catalogs and stamp publications 
produced abroad in compliance with 
their own national laws become un- 
lawful under a law which is supposed 
to be a friendly act to the nation 
which does not find them objection- 
able. They are subject to seizure as 
contraband when attempt is made to 
bootleg them through the customs 
service of the United States. 


Philatelists assert that all impor- 
tant forgeries of American and for- 
eign stamps have been detected by 
philatelists and not by law enforce- 
ment agencies of the United States 
or other governments. Stamp forgeries 
of the present day, it is further 
pointed out, are not to any extent, if 
at all, counterfeits of current issues 
for use as postage; stamp counter- 
feiters, it is indicated, find a better 
market in making forgeries of rare 
stamps—not available for postage— 
for the delusion of stamp collectors. 


The stamp collectors contribute to 
the postal revenues in purchase of 
stamps hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars annually for which no postal serv- 
ice is returned; one of the few sources 
of profit against losses which create 
a postal deficit. Any reasonable pro- 
posal for modification of the law gov- 
erning permissible illustration of post- 
age stamps, they consider, is entitled 
to serious governmental consideration.

Sev- 
eral weeks ago when I mentioned 
Coshocton, Ohio, using a colored ink, 
it was a le compound perf. that I 
was refering to and I thought that this 
no doubt came about in the above 
mentioned manner, but since then I 
have picked up the 9c, 10c and 1le 
in the red violet or purple colored ink, 
showing that they are using that color 
of ink for general precanceling.

to it. The stamp-collecting citizen 
will kindle to holy resolve, and those 
who venture to disagree with him as 
to the fitness of Governor Roosevelt 
for the highest elective gift, should 
look to their front teeth. When a 
philatelist goes berserk he goes 
berserk! 

There are new and alluring possi- 
bilities for publicity. We have tired 
of presidential candidates posed be- 
side mowing machines, as though they 
intended to make actual hay, when 
everybody understands that Hank the 
hired man is just outside the picture 
and waiting to resume the reins. And 
trout, too, are played out. The time 
was when a candidate could acquire 
a few speckled beauties, by barter or 
otherwise, assume a fatuous, open- 
work expression and carry Ohio like 
wildfire on the strength of such a 
picture ‘in the public prints. But the 
speckled beauty dodge has been in- 
voked to boredom. The national 
yearning is for something new and 
exciting. That’s where a photograph 
of Governor Roosevelt among his 
South American stamps would come 
in. Novelty. Human interest. And 
the practical certainty—for so it is 
with stamp collectors—that the can- 
didate wasn’t thinking at the moment 
of any particular man for postmaster 
at Goose Hollow. 

A philatelic president. We’ve never 
had one. Bill Murray probably thinks 
a stamp is something you lick and put 
on an envelope when you want to mail 
a letter. To Al Smith a postage stamp 
is a primrose by the river’s brim, and 
nothing more. But to Governor 
Roosevelt a stamp may be an object 
d’rt, a precious trifle well-nigh beyond 
crass monetary value, a trophy fit to 
thrill the collector’s heart. A phila- 
telic president should inspire some 
noteworthy issues of national postage, 
while at the same time promoting the 
peace and amity of nations—for there 
are philatelists quite everywhere. It’s 
an idea, and to the present it is just 
about the only idea that has risen 
from the democratic camp.—Editorial 
in Portland Oregonian.
